\Text!] Although the proclamation of the Lao People's Democratic Republic by the 
ao Comwmuniat Party, known as the Lao People's Revolutionary Party, on ? Decesber 
1975, aroused enthusiasm in the majority of the Lao people aiter 5 yeare of so- 
called pepular government, disappointment and aversion are replacing that initial 
enthusiaem, The reason is that every passing day tends to demonstrate to the Lao 
people in ite entirety that the so-called democratic and popular regime in ques- 
tion is nothing but 4a puppet regime put in place by the Vietnamese and Soviet 
Comuniete. in short, Laos has become 4 new kind of colony of theirs. This is 
therefore causing 4 growing hostility on the part of the Lao people against this 
anti-national and anti-popular regime. 


1. The Objective Conditions Favorable to the Development of Patriotic Resistance 
in Lave 


As soon as the Kaveone Phomvihan regime showed the country ite true face, 
which in Lao opinion is [word illegibie] to the fatherland, it aroused a grow- 
ing hostility in the Lao people. Because of this there was near unanimity on 
the part of the Lac people against it. Hence the idea of resistance against 
it \a got under way since 1977 and has snowballed. 


iy fat, once the Ciret @oments of euphoria and recovery from trauma were 
-ast, the majority of the Lao people in the interior realized that the regime 
of Yayeone Phomribas, which was apparently etrong and stable, is in reality 
ety vuloerable from several points of view. 


Aliso, because of ite anti-national and anti-popular character the regim of 
hayeone Phomvihan has destroyed ite image and its halo of over 3 decades, 
caroed through deeds of oattiotic resistance. in other words, the Lao Comm- 
niete, aseembled under the banner of the Lao People’s Revolutionary Party, 
have lost, in the eyes of Lao public opinion, all credibility and all of their 
-atriotic reputation. Whereas during the two successive Indochina ware they 
were well thought of, considered by all of the Lao people to hawe led, under 
over of the Lao Patriotic Front label, or Neo Lao Hak Kat, the ware of patri- 
otic reelstance, they showed themelves shortly after their victory, which 
they obtained with the help of Vietnamese bayonets, to be bloody and cruel. 
hetraying the ideas of the Resistance, they did an about-face by selling out 
to the protit of Vietnamese and Soviet hegemonists the independency and 

















sovereignty ef Lees, They transformed it net only inte 4 Vietnamese colony, but 
even inte a military base for aggression against Southeast Asia and the People's 
Republic of GQhina, Werse still, they made it a colony for Vietnamese exploita- 
tien and population, 


The entire world is few aware of what is happening in Laos, it is no longer a 
secret from anyone that Kaysone Phom,iben's party and government, following the 
example of what went on in Vietnam and Camuodia, have really locked up in the 
regime's many concentration camps disguised a) seminary camps, tens of thou- 
sands of political and military prisoners without trial during all of 5 years, 
and that under cover of the dictatorsh.p of the proletariat they have carried 
out innumerable practices in violation of human rights: cruelty, physical and 
mental torture, forced labor, harassment, summary executions, ete.--all facts 
issued this year by Amnesty International. 


Moreover, they transformed the Lao national territory into a Soviet -Vietnamese 
military base where over 100,000 Vietnamese soldiers are permanently stationed, 


\s tor the administration of Laos, it is a fact that the Lao Communist Part) 
and the government of the so-called Lao People's Democratic Republic are merely 
agents for carrying out the expansionist policy of the Vietnamese Communist Par- 
ty, which is aimed at making our country 4 Vietnamese province [word illegibie] 
in the famous Indochinese Federation under Vietnamese leadership. in this 
connection all Lao are unanimous in recognizing that the Vietnamese experts 
and advisers are directing and closely controlling a11 Lao institutions at ail 
levels. 


besides the military control exercised by the Vietnamese troops, it should be 
added that all of Laos’ eastern territory is inhabited by over 200,000 Viet- 
namese colonists. 


it is worth emphasizing that from an economic point of view the mining and for- 
est wealth of Laoe ts being used to supply the CEMA (Council for bLconomic Mutu 
al Assistance] Countries, especially Veitnamese industry. 


it should also be stated that in response to the demands of the Soviet -Vietnam- 
ese hegemony the haysone Phomvihan regime is in the process of mobilizing the 
young people and adults trom 15 to 50, to make them cannon fodder for its 
‘oviet and Vietnanese masters. So it is this anti-national and anti-popular 
pote) of the Kaysome Phomvihan regime that is reinforcing the resistance of 
the Lao people against the regime. 


luteastffcation of the Lao People’s Resistance 


For year. the myth of the irreversibility and solidity of the saysone Phom- 
vihan regime has beon collapsing. The majority of the Lao people no longer 
accepts the idea of a gradual softening of this regime, which exists only by 
the strength of Vietnamese arms. This means that almost ali of the Lao peop!> 
can no longer tolerate cither the presence of a bloody puppet regime capabic 
only of leading our fatherland to ruin and siavery, or the presence of the 
Vietnamese troops on our native soil. It is this apprehension concerning the 
potential extinction of the Lao nation as @ national entity that the majority 
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of the Lae people, beth inside and outside the country, that makes the Lao peo= 
ple aware of the necessity of doing everything possible to drive out of Laos 
beth this puppet regime and its hegemonistic Viotnamese masters, This patrioth 
and nationalistic indignation has snowballed among the Lao community, Aliso, all 
Laot, whoever they may be, are aware of the imperative need to get together and 
thus 'o stifle their differences so that national unity may triumph in the fight 
to reestablish the independence and freedom of Laos, This patriotic reawakening 
is thoroughly winning over all the popular clases and all the ethnic groups whe 
are still living onder the yoke of the Kaysone Phomvihan regime, and even the 
ranks of the Lao Communist Party, The result is that nearly all of the muiti- 
national Lae people are eg to unite against this puppet regime and its 
masters. lience the appearance of the patriotic resistance phenomenon in Laos, 
even as it has appeared among the Lao community in exile. 


luside Laus this resistance is manifested in several forms, from non-cooperation 
of passive resistance to active resistance, Passive resistance is occurriny 
chicfly among the officers and members of the party, the government, the Lao 
vommuniet Army and also among the civilian population. In the first case, 
passivity prevails in all sectors of what claims to be the Lao People's Demo- 
.ratic Republic, and is made conerete by a lack of enthusiasm in executing the 
tush. proseribed by the party and the government. Hence, one notes an obvious 
reduction in productivity in labor, @ waste of time and material. And this ap- 
pears in the administration as well as in government industrial and agricultural 
businesses, in the cooperatives, etc. 


Wheat is even more remarkable is that neither the militia nor the police nor the 
Lao soldiers are over-tealous any more. On the contrary, they are doing nothing 
and are closing their eyes to everything that is going on or is brewing against 
the Lac Communist authorities. Moreover, they are allowing ail those Laos to 
flee who [word illegible] remain any longer under the Lao puppet regime. 


In the -econd casc, the Lao peasants are showing their resistance to the regine, 
-ither by refusing to produce or by aiding and supporting the various armed re- 
sistance groups. There are some people who supply them with food, inform them 
and hide them when they themselves are not engaging in the activities of the 

d resistance. 


hith regard to the armed resistance, it is a fact that it is made up of several 
itmed ,roups belonging to divers Lao political families, except of course for 
those whe are pro-\icetnamese and pro-Soviet. Still sporadic and weak 2 years 
ago, those armed resistance groups developed quickly, despite very difficult 
comlitions, and they benefit every day from the aid and support of the Lao pop- 
ulation inside and outside the country. Acting for the time being in a disor 
ganicted sanmer, there i« nevertheless a kind of national consensus among then, 
uwimed at defending the survival of the Lao nation and restoring its independence 
and freedom vis-a-vis the Vietnamese hegemonists. To tell the truth, the re- 
sistance they are conducting is at this moment in the guerrilla stage. In 
spite of that, the Lao resisters are in a position to inflict serious losses on 
their enemies. The latter are being sucked into the Lao quagmire and very day 
they sink deeper into it. 

















As for the Lao political families who are scattered abroad, they are on their 
way to being able to bring about unity and concord against their common enemies, 
the Vietnamese hegemoniate and their local servants. In other words, faced with 
the danger of the extinetion of the Lao nation, they are accomplishing the 
imossible in order to unite and conquer their common enemies, 


Lonsequently, with the unity and national concord that are developing among the 
Lao reaietere within as well as outside the country, it is permissible for Lao 
of all eclrcumstances and all political and religious beliefa to be optimistic 
and to believe they will be victorious in the patriotic fight currently being 
waged on our national soil to restore the independence and freedom of our 
beloved Lao fatherland.

[Text] he Maysone=Nouhak puppet regime is facing many obstacles so it must use 
propagands Co deceive the Lao people inside and outside the nation. In concert 
with world opinion, all the patriotic organizations and people, who want to oppose 
this puppet regime, are entering the path of national unity, but have not yet 
achleved success. This is because of conditions of individualism and environment, 


The reason behind individualism ie selfishness, thinking of one's own advantage 
more than the national interest. Those who do not want to build public harmony 
are the ones who have not recognized and applied the principle of democracy, 
which respects the opinions or decisions of the majority. Besides, these people 
consider their pride above the crowd, thinking that they are more excellent than 
the masses or have superior experience. They are not willing to acknowledge the 
changing conditions in human society nor do they recognize the capability of the 
masses, that is, the majority. They are not willing to admit that in society any 
man might have more intelligence than they themselves. There is the Lao saying 
"Mai lam diao lom roua bo khwai [meaning unclear]; the man not ready to change 
his house does not exist.” In the era of the liberation struggle, one man even 
though a scholar, however brave, if he were alone, what could he do? It is Like 
a general, if he has no troops or people to lead, can he go to the battlefield? 
So it can be clearly seen that the masses are the force, the builders of history. 
We all must recognize that we ought to abandon unseemly self-esteem and should not 
be excessively proud. Veople of this type, depending on the individual, have a 
narrow outlook, their well-being is supreme, thinking that they are smarter than 
the majority of the masses. Can one man be superior to the masses’? If he 
respects reason, he muet adjust to conditions. 


The environmental causes that still obstruct harmony at present are many. The 
first is that most of the Lao people have an indolent nature. They are not bold 
to act. If there is sacrifice, people are afraid, fearful of the powerful 
national leaders, afraid they will arrest and exile them, and they will have no 
lan’. Another cause is that most of the Lao people have not reached the level oi 
understanding their responsibility toward society and toward the nation. Thev 
still have undisciplined natures, leaving all to destiny, thinking that fate 

will bring national changes, without recognizing that they themselves must resist 
in order to have change. The third reason is that most of the Lao people still 
consider too lightly the lack of progress in their nation, still fear the enemy 





too much, and do not think that if we concentrated solely on the Liberation 
struggle, the enemy would aleo fear us, 


therefore, there is only one way to bring back national independence and restore 
Hational honor, that is, unity in cooperation and atanding together, determined 
to fl@hte all the enemies of Laos, the Soviet and Vietnamese imperialists, and to 
‘verthrow the Kayaone=Nouhak regime. Long live Lao unity!

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KAYSONE IS GROPING IN THE DARK

[Text] Five years ago Kaysone Phomvihan and his lackeys seized power in Laos. 

In any aspect, whether administration, the economy, the basic sustenance of the 
people, national development, things are worse than at first, and have reached 
the point of disaster, ruin, loss of honor, loss of indeperdence and sovereignty. 
Finally we are losing our national identity, the multi-national or T'ai Lao 
aspect entirely! It is a challenge to justice, the humanity of the world, to 
anyone who has goodness in his heart. In one's conscience this cannot be for- 
given! 


The Lao people must wipe away their tears and flee from their birthplace, from 
their fields, their houses, their loved ones, parents, and become homeless 
exiles. They are forgotten by the world. Unthinkable for the national identity 
of the T'ai Lao! 


Kaysone Phomvihan and his party cannot be separated from the consideration of 
national identity. The Lao-Vietnam friendship treaty showed their purpose. 
Their threat is that of an enemy to neighboring nations, especially the PRC and 
Thailand. it is the way to bring danger and disaster to the unsuspecting Lao 
people. Permitting many thousands of Vietnamese troops to be based on Lao 
territory is a threat to the sovereignty, national identity, and honor of all 
the T'ai Lao. It is generally well known that Kaysone allowed the Vietnamese 
troops to enter. In governing or in various activities the Vietnamese and 
Soviet advisers carried out the operations and gave the orders, for their own 
interests only. 


According to the policy that they call the way of the international proletariat 
and Marx-Lenin doctrine, the citizens, soldiers, and government functionaries 
were forcibly moved to internment camps, which they referred to as intensive 
seminars, and dispersed along distant borders in the old libere ion areas. In 
fact, these people were held like prisoners of war, suffered torture and died 
because of lack of food, sanitation, and medicine. They were imprisoned in 
holes in the ground, in dungeons, without trials and with no legal justice. 


It is well known that Vientiane is now a city without formal rule because the 
national leaders are only puppets for the foreign nations, as weak men will 
suppress their conscience. 








The Lac people of every class resisted directly and indirectly. Directly, in 
that as they rose up to resiat with forces that acted from north to south, they 
harassed daily all Kaysone's troops whether by military action or in morale, 
Indirectly, the Lao people refused to work as tuey should and did not cooperate 
in any way. Kaysone d nounced the PRC and Thailand, seeking a way to destroy 
their progressive regimes for giving support to the Lao national Liberation 
soldiers along the border. He arrested all the politicians, government workers, 
and students on the grounds that they cooperated with and aided the national 
liberation soldiers. He acted to crush the patriotic spirit of the Lao. Last 
October all the students of the Dong Saphang Meuk Institute protested to the 
Vientiane authority. This triggered the arrests and imprisonmenits. It is 
thought that many were executed. It continued until 2 December 1980, which is 
the anniversary date for the establishment of the LPDR. Kaysone was afraid to 
have a big ceremony. The army parade ground was adequate for the ceremonies. 
Kaysone gave this explanation, that "we do not need to show our strength to the 
enemy." From this we draw several conclusions: 


a. Kaysone admitted that the enemy surrounded him, all the national Liberation 

soldiers. At the same time Kaysone acknowledged that he was fi;ht iag the masses 
who are dissatisfied with the regime. This dissatisfaction is spreading throug’ 
out the nation. 


b. Bringing the various troops to parade might mean that they will take action. 
Kaysone might be afraid of incidents occurring because there is a lot of dis- 
content in the military ranks. An example is the group that escaped from prison 
and joined the enemy for revenge. 


c. Kaysone is afraid to appear in public because he fears he would be a target 
for destruction by the national liberation forces or he might lack self- 
confidence. 


We also observe that the PRC ambassador was not invited to attend the ceremony! 
It ts evident that the atmosphere of Lao-Chinese diplomatic relations is tense, 
a situation harmful to Laos. 


Finally, we think these circumstances will bring an end to the Kaysone puppet 
government, which is keeping close to itself. Also the national awareness of 
the T'ai Lao is constantly increasing everywhere in the world. The Lao refugees 
think of their national identity, of tne future of the nation, along with the 
idea that they will struggle to overthrow the Kaysone puppet regime. 


Our homeland was seized and destroyed by local imperialists and socialist 
imperialists. Our homeland was betrayed by Kaysone Phomvihan and the LPRP, 
destroyed, and used as a military base for aggression against neighbors. Our 
land must cry out because it was seized. Laos is being erased from the map 
because of Kaysone, the expansionist doctrine of Vietnam and the Soviet imperial- 
ist society. The Lao people's heritage is being annihilated! 


In the face of these conditions our homeland calls upon every T'ai Lao to do his 
patriotic duty. 
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THE PATS OF TARAKI AND AMIN AWAITS KAYSONE

[Text!| Near the fifth anniversary of the so-called LPDR the party and Kaysone 
Phoavihan have hal disastrous resulte in their administration since 1973, 


in the name of the proletariat they brought the independence and sovereignty of 
Laos, Vietnam and allies into the Soviet socialist cam. They have killed the 
people by burning them Little by little with barbarous methods; they have 
‘eprisoned them, «sentenced them to a harsh death, and seized their property. 
they have left political prisoners, military officers, and soldiers to die, tens 
of thousands to perish of hunger, disease, and torture in prison camps located 
on the Lao-Vietnanm border or in Vietnam iteelf. They have driven out hundreds 
of thousands of Lao civilians by various means from their homes, to provide a 
place for the Vietnamese imperialists who invaded the eastern part of Laos. 

They foreed the Lao youth to serve as carriers to transport artillery ammunition 
to the Vietnamese troops in Kampuchea where they were fighting in January 1979. 


Later the PRC Government refused to give any more support, as they had in the past 
vhen they had poured effort and goney for decades into Laos. When the government 
vas ordered by Victnam and the Soviets, it turned like a pointed knife against 
China to our regret, charging that China was reactionary and imperialist and 

would oppose and overthrow their regime. in fact, it was the opposition of the 
Lao people themeelves that presented a serious danger to the Kaysone government. 
At thie time Laos had become a Soviet-Vietnamese military base with four to five 
fully armed divisions stationed along the Lao border, on Route 7 in the north 

in the districts of Phong Saly and 'ouang Nam Tha. 


la (he @ast there were aleo several hundred thousand Vietnamese troops, in prepa- 
ration to tnvade Thailand at any time. It is evident that the stay of Vietnamese 
troops in Laos is the reason for the tension between the close neighbors Laos and 
China, Laos and Thailand. There is no nation in time of peace that will trust an 
insecure path. The troops along the borders of Laos’ neighbors are posing a 
disastrous situation. They present 4 most serious risk of danger. 


it is known that the Kaysone administration is building an island of errors. In 
fact, Vientiane is short of responsible action in every field of endeavor and 
occupied with fantasies. 














for thie reason Kaysone ia bold te challenge two enemies, the PMC and Thailand, 
ii fational leaders are Likely to be pelite and on good behavior while inciting 
Chine, Kaysene eanmet teorget that the PRC has a large regular army, brave and 
well traimd. The PRC has a population of tens of millions. They have standing 
forces (army, air force and navy) ef about 4 million men, reinforced by reserve 
troops of not leas than 120 to 180 million. The Thai Government, which Kaysone 
saye he will vanquish completely, has a strong army of 300,000 men with highly 
efficient weapons, To face such a force how many troops will Kaysone use? 
Although they say that the Soviets and Vietnamese will defend againat an attack 
if great destruction occurs, such action is playing with fire and will lead to 
oblivion for Kaysone and hie faction. However, this war-like ambition of 
Kayeone's party and government, in the opinion of the masses is not of much 
importance, because they know that he is only the mouthpiece of Hanoi and 
Moscow. The Kaysone regime earnestly concealed ite own views after it seized 
power in Vientiane, 


At present there is aot one Lao who believes in the so-called socialist state 
and socialiam. On the contrary, the Lao people see that Kaysone's faction is 
selling Lao indep: odence and sovereignty at a cheap price to Hanoi and Moscow, 
For this reason the Lao population did not stop crossing into Thailand and 
finally the Kaysone regime is alone without support from the people. He relies 
on the help from Vietnam and the Soviets. They also suppress the people (passage 
illegible|. They have no way out. The reason this group used harsh methods is 
to preserve their own status. in the beginning of October this year they 
announced martial law to use Lao-Viet troops to arrest many hundreds of Lao 
citizens, who had committed no crime, and to conceal this barbarous conduct 
[stated that the accused] were destructive to political and economic conditions. 
Thies group charged the people with conspiracy with the Chinese-Thai reac- 
tionaries. Kaysone's childish tricks and murderous actions soon will make very 
clear that Kaysone is anti-democratic and no people will support him. No one 
will survive in their group. When Kaysone still betrays the nation and is still 
addicted to political and economic collapse, the fate of Taraki and Amin |words

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THE KAYSONE GOVERNMENT USES POISON GAS TO CRUSH THE LAO PEOPLE

[Text] After seizing power in Laos the Kaysone puppet government used every 
method to suppress the Lao people, growing day by day wore harsh and barbarous, 
Their crimes perpetrated against the Lao people fill the atmosphere. No matter 
how they will obetruct and conceal they cannot hide the truth because it is the 
destruction and annihilation of the Lao race. Their actions, which are more 
significant now, are the use of poison gas to suppress the people in various 
districts throughout the country, especially Nam Om, Sam Thong, Long Cheng, 
Phou Bia, Phou Soung, and other areas. it caused death and 4 great many crops 
were destroyed. The consequences of their act this time made us realize their 
barbarity and the violation of all laws that prohibit the use of poison gas of 
all kinds. It is an open disavowal of humane principles in the extreme. The 
poison gas that they used in Laos is of three types, which we learned from 
relatives in our inquiries. 


-=The blue gas is moderately severe. If an area is poisoned with this, the 
people vomit, have headaches, fever, sepit blood. 


--The red eas is like fire. If an area is poisoned, the people don't want to eat 
or drink water. They become tin, weak, paralyzed. 


=-=-The yellow gas is the most severe. The Kaysone puppet faction poisoned the 
areas they called remote because the people rose up in opposition, a8 4 aovement 
that daily grew in numbers and intensity. Although they used every means to 
annihilate 108,000 people, they could not destroy the spirit and courage of our 
Lao population. On the contrary, it made the resistance and anger against their 
faction greater and the movement grew step by step. 


~=Therefore, in the name of the Editorial Staff of the SAI ME NAM KHONG newe- 
letter, the Lao Socialist Party appeals to the Lao people of every nationality to 
unite in one spirit and rise up to fight the traitorous puppet Kaysone-Nouhak 
faction.

instead of that, the Lao people, like its entire fatherland, is being enslaved 
by Vietnam, which calls itself socialist. To tell the truth, Laos has quite simply 
become a Vietnamese province in the confederal Vietnamese-Indochinese system. 


kverything possible has been done to realize Vietnam's grand hegemonic design. 


The Nazism that was believed to have been banished forever in the memory of humanity 
has been exhumed from its ashes and given a place of honor again. Hitlerian methods 
are being emulated. In charge of this sinister work is none other than the instru- 

ment of the Vietnamese Communist Party, the Lao People's Revolutionary Party, which 

in practice is a Mafia composed of crooks and hired assassins reciting parrot -fash- 

ion the ABCs of Marxisa. 


As for Laos, it is now known that it is being transformed into a huge concentration 
camp. The word is no exaggeration, but a complete reflection Of its reality. The 
Lao People's Revolutionary Party is no longer even keeping up appearances. It is a 
party without trust or law. The only valid law is the law of the mediocre agent of 
the absolute mastery--in this case the Vietnamese master--who is full of his own im- 
portance and seized by his megaiomaniacal fantasies.

c. Their logistics problem is where will they get supplies when the people 
refuse to support them. 


d. Where do reports of movements to suppress them come from? Will they send men 
to burn every village in every district? To do that is useless. How much will it 
cost? Can Kaysone afford to do that? 


In summary, those troops lack logistical support in every area. Another factor 
is that the Lao people are not willing to have another nation bully them with 
the suppressive power of guns. This has brought the Lao to unity as a group to 
resist as one. 


Kaysone has received aid in weapons and military equipment from the socialist 
Soviet imperialists. Don't forget that Laos has no access to the sea. The 
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weapons must pass through Vietnam. Before they arrive in Laos, Vietnam itself 
seizes some because it fears that the nationalist forces will oppose them again, 
Therefore, the weapons that they give are not really as many in number a8 was 
thought and the ones who use them are only the Vietnamese troops. In fact, the 
war of Liberation now is a guerrilla war. For this reason there is no way to 
aupprese it without having many more forces. It is a people's war that resists 
the faction seizing control. So Kaysone must throw in his lot with the Viet- 
namese regional imperialist forces, 


To speak of other angles, for example, political affairs, the economy, the 
development of the nation, Kaysone has achieved only decline and failure in 
every respect. The favorable actitude of the people toward the government grows 
weaker each day although there are those in their own group who are withdrawing 
or fleeing. So it is easily proved that the many troops of Kavsone, modern 
weaponry, and his logistical support have diminished day by day.
